16:26. 5 for Youth Village

Stanford, Calif., June 10--Another American try at the world's four 
mile relay record fell short but in the process the Santa Clara Valley Youth 
Village lowered the national standard to 16:26. 5. 

With no real competition except the clock, the Villagers came close to 
Hungary's 16:25.2. Their time, made in the Pacific Association AAU champion- 
ships, was the fourth best of all time, trailing the short lived world mark of 
16:25. 6 by Australia in 1959 and the 16:26, 4 by the British Empire in 1956. 

Max Truex, American recordman at 10,000 meters, stepped down to the 
mile and covered the first leg in 4:10.8. Next up was Laszlo Tabori, still suf- 
fering from the bad spill he took May 20, and he managed only 4:08.9. But the 
record still looked possible with reliable Ernie Cunliffe on the third carry and 
Jim Beatty ready to provide the anchor wallop. 

Cunliffe did his part with a fine 4:03.0. That left it up to Beatty, whose 
lone fast mile of the season was 3:58.8. The little giant needed 4:02. 3 but he 
couldn't deliver. Warming up, Jim had said "I don't feel right", and he was 
correct. His first two laps of 58.6 and 2:01.3 were okay. But he slowed danger - 
ously on the third, running 63.2 for 3:04.5, Beatty kicked home well, but with- 
out his usual blazing surge, and finished his stint in 4:03.8. 

Other lap times were: Truex, 60.7, 62.4, 63.0, 64.7; Tabori, 59.7, 
61.3, 63.9, 64.0; Cunliffe, 58.9, 61.1, 61.9, 61.1. This was the sixth time 
this year a U.S. team has been under the pre-1961 national record of 16:52. 6. 
And it gives America exactly half of the 20 best marks in this event. 

A less happy note was sounded in the 220 when Dennis Johnson pulled up 
lame. Extent of the injury to the San Jose flyer was unknown but in any case it 
is a serious thing just one week before the NCAA. Johnson had breezed through 
a 9.4 century and was flying in the 220 when he stopped. At the halfway point 
he had about three yards on Bob Poynter who went on to win in 20.8. 

Two ex-collegians put themselves squarely into the middle of the AAU 
picture with fine barrier performances, Fran Washington, now working in Sac- 
ramento, Calif., flowed over the high hurdles in 13.7. And Tom Oakley, alter- 
nate on the U.S. Olympic steeplechase team last year, ran his event in 9:02.9. 
Now a Californian, too, Oakley was running his first race since last summer 
and even though the course proved to be 22 yards short it was evident he is cap- 
able of 8:55 or better. 

Jerry Siebert, fresh off final exams, as were most of the schoolboys, 
took the half in 1:49.8, second going to Stanford's Rich Klier in 1:50.9. Dick 
Bocks, the improved ex-San Jose Stater now in the army, tossed the javelin 234" 
9" while former teammate Al Jongewaard upped his hammer best to 190'6", 

All the weight marks were good, with Jerry Winters putting 57'63 and Dave 
Weill spinning the disc 170'23". Jeff Chase of San Jose thought he had become 
his school's third 15-footer of the year but remeasurement made it 14'11",

CALIFORNIA RELAYS 


A 27-footer for Boston

Modesto, May 27 -- Olympic champion Ralph Boston bettered his own 
world record with a broad jump of 27'3" (8.24 meters) at the annual California 
Relays tonight . 

At 8:12 p.m. (PDT), the slim, 6'13" Negro, wearing a white uniform 
with a diagonal blue stripe, stood at the head of the black asphalt runway. Most 
of the overflow crowd of 11,100 watched him closely, knowing he was "hot" bé- 
cause of his first three jumps -- 26'53", 26'9}" (second longest in history), 
and 26°53" (most remarkable because he took off behind the eight-inch board, 
actually soaring about 27'2"), 

Boston ran lightly but swiftly along the asphalt, hit the middle of the 
white board with his spikes, and bounded upward, his left arm flung toward 
the darkening sky. Higher in the air than most, this 6'9" high jumper executed 
a running hitchkick ending with a violent forward thrust of his hips. His legs 
shot ahead of his shoulders and his white shoes cut into the gray -brown sand. 
His weight passed over his feet and onto his hands. Then, quickly, he was up 
and out of the pit, thinking he had made a "garbage" jump because he had veer- 
ed off line before his take-off. 

He heard Darrell Horn yell, "That's it, and heard the crowd roar, but 
he still "thought I had a bad jump" and he was slow and unexcited in walking back 
to the board. Then the official called out, 'Twenty-seven feet, one-half inch," 
and Boston said, "Finally." and broke into a broad grin. 

When the crowd roared again in response to H.D. Thoreau's official 
announcement, Boston raised one arm in acknowledgement, but he said, "I didn't 
think it was a 27-foot jump. I really didn't feel it." 

Boston, without question one of the all-time greats, was actually "running 
scared" in this meet, for he was jumping against Bo Roberson (a jumper of Jesse 
Owens’ class) and Tony Watson (a 19-year-old with great potential), Boston said, 
"They had me biting my nails." Boston withdrew from the hurdles and, for the 
first time this year, really concentrated on jumping. He explained, "I thought I'd 
stick with the broad jump and give them a fight. " 

What he gave them was more like a massacre, for his last two jumps 
were 26'13" and 26'10}". (‘I really thought my last jump was my best. ") This 
gave him an average jump of 26'7 2/3", a mark bettered only once in all history 
by any other jumper, Probably no other man, in any field event, has had such a 
remarkable series, Still, Roberson took some beating, having four jumps near 
26', with his best of 26'2", 

A legal wind of 4 m.p.h. aided Boston in his record leap, and the evening 
had not yet turned cool. 

Earlier this year, Boston had declared his intention of being a hurdler and 
letting the broad jump take care of itself. Sucking on a grapefruit after his record

MEET OF CHAMPIONS 


Bragg Vaults 15’ 3 3-4” 


Houston, Texas, June 9--An unfortunate and unsettled controversy over 
alleged segregated seating eliminated all Negro athletes from the Meet of Cham- 
pions and led to lower standards of performance in this usually classy meet. 

Don Bragg led the remaining performers with a 15'3z" vault. And there 
was a fine weight double by Dick Crane, an unusual javelin-hop-step-jump double 
by Jerry Dyes, a national freshman record in the mile, and a flock of other good 
performances. 

Texas Southern University claimed the spectators were being segregated 
and withdrew its team just before the meet. With pressure from the NAACP the 
other Negro athletes, including Ralph Boston, John Thomas, Hayes Jones, George 
Kerr, and Stone Johnson, followed suit. Meet director Johnnie Morriss denied 
the segregation claim and said Texas Southern merely was given a block of tickets 
for its own use. The Gulf AAU said it would press for action against the athletes 
who failed to live up to their commitments to compete. 

Crane threw 178'2", a personal best, and 56'83" in his final tune-up for 
the NCAA. Dyes, who transferred from Northeast Louisiana to Abilene and who 
won't be eligible for the NCAA until next year, tossed the javelin 243'63" and 
triple jumped 48', Mike Wiggs, British Olympian at Southern Illinois, won the 
mile in 4:04.8, best ever by a frosh, and defeated Archie San Romani and three 
collegiate hopefuls in the process. 

The 440 hurdles saw the return to form of Cliff Cushman, who won in 
51.3 from Don Styron. Rex Stucker of Kansas State took the measure of NCAA 
favorite Ron Ablowich for third. In the highs it was Bobby Bernard who beat 
Styron, both clocking 14. 2. 

Both sprints went to Dave Styron, 9.5 and 21.1 ona curve. The three- 
mile found improved performances from winner John Macy (13:52, 1) down to 
fourth placer Lew Stieglitz of the Navy (14:09.8). Kirk Hagan of Kansas turned 
back a field of NCAA possibles in winning the half in 1:51.6. And Abilene 
Christian went one-two in the quarter, Earl Young's 46.7 beating improving Pat 
McKennon's 47,1.

performance, he declared, "My favorite event is the hurdles," But, he added, 
"I'll stay with the broad jump, unless my legs go bad. If that happens, I'll try 
the decathlon, " 

Overshadowed by the extraordinary broad jumping were a 226'3" 
hammer throw by Hal Connolly, a 13.6 high hurdles by Hayes Jones, a 22,1 
low hurdles by Don Styron, an 8:46,9 shocker in the two mile by Dale Story, 

a blistering last 220 by Jim Beatty in a 3:58, 8 mile, and many hard fought 
relay races, Adding the high-caliber state junior college championships, this 
was easily the highest class meet of the season. 

Connolly has come back better than ever after his disappointing defeat 
in Rome last summer. Using four turns instead of the conventional three, he 
came up with the third best ever throw, although he did not know it at the time. 
The markers on the field were in error and his throw was announced as about 
216 feet. During the measurements he expressed his disappointment in his 
throwing, then added, "I think that I can break my record with this form," 
When the measurement showed he had come within five feet of his world 
record, the 29-year-old veteran smiled and said, "Now I'm happy," 

Hayes Jones, off behind Jim Ball at the start of the highs, came on with 
great speed to build up a three-yard lead at the seventh hurdle. Don Styron and 
Fran Washington caught Ball at the eighth, with Washington gaining on every- 
body except Jones, 

Don Styron completed a fine double by winning the lows in 22,1, Pushed 
hard by Bo Roberson, Styron pulled away at the eighth hurdle and had a four- 


foot lead at the ninth. 
Dale Story, who set the interscholastic mile record of 4:11, 0 two years 


ago when he was 17, upset the dope here to set a two-mile record for 19 year 

olds. After a 4:28 mile, Doug Kyle of Canada took over the pace and on the 

sixth lap ran 65,5, shaking loose from everyone except Charley Clark. But 

Story was only six yards back and he burst into action on the back stretch, 

caught them with a lap to go, and started sprinting on the final back stretch. 

He opened the gap to 10 yards on the turn and won by 20 yards. Kyle passed 

Clark at the head of the stretch and beat him by 10 yards. Story, who had 

only vight weeks of training after being injured both last fall and again in 

March, ran his last mite in 4:17.9,. His actual lap times were: 65.6, 2:12, 

3:21.4, 4:29, 5:36.1, 6:42.4 and 7:47.0. 

Jim Beatty sprinted at the start of the mile and led most of the way. 
With Laszlo Tabori dropping out at the half, Beatty's competition came from 
Olympic finalist Jim Grelle. Beatty clocked 58.3, 2:00.2, 3:02.2, and contin- 
ued the slower pace to the last backstretch. Turning on a real sprint, Beatty 
completed the last lap in 56.6. His last 220 must have been about 26 seconds. 

Texas Southern and Oregon State each won two relays in fast time. 
Texas Southern University, located in Houston and coached by Stan Wright, 
showed four speedy sprinters in winning the 440 in 40, 2 and the 880 in 1:23. 6. 
They came from behind to edge San Jose State in the former event, and anchor- 
man Lester Milburn held half of a three-yard lead over Abilene Christian's 
Earl Young at the finish of the 880. 

Oregon State stole the show, as a team, surprising in two relays as 
well as in Story's two mile. In the sprint medley, Bob Johnson led off for the 
orange and black with a 46.8 quarter, yet trailed Arizona State's Mal Spence, 
Ron Bach gained the lead and Amos Marsh held it, although Charles Frazier 
of Texas Southern gained several yards in shooting into second place only 
23 yards back, Oregon State made it four yards after the handoff and Norm 
Hoffman ran his finest race, 1:48, 8, to win in a meet record 3:18,4. This 
was the second fastest sprint medley ever run, In the two-mile relay, Sam 
Bell's runners dropped four yards back of Bobby Seaman at the halfway point, 
but Norm Monroe, held out of the 880 relay, broke the race wide open on the 
backstretch of the third leg and handed over the baton with a 20-yard lead. 
Ernie Cunliffe cut the lead to 12 yards on the back stretch and was within eight 
yards in the home stretch, but Hoffman was strong and won by nine yards. 

Oregon's bid for a world record in the four-mile relay fell eight 
seconds short. In fact, Dyrol Burleson had to turn on his powerful kick to 
pass Mike Wiggs of the Southern Illinois Salukis, The Salukis, leading off 
with a 4709.3 leg by Jim Dupree, and then presenting three Englishmen, 
were formidable opponents, Burleson started 12 yards back of Wiggs, a 
4:01.2 miler last year, closed quickly with a 57.7 lap, then trailed to the 
home stretch. 

The 100 provided Dennis Johnson with his first real competition of 
the season and he came through like a champion. Off a foot and a half behind 
Harry Jerome, the Jamaican caught the Canadian at 75 yards and won by more 
than a foot in 9,4. Dave Styron was also given 9,4 as he closed in on Jerome. 

Jerry Siebert was ninth in the field of 11 half milers for half a lap, 
moved to fourth in about 55.5, slipped past George Kerr into second place at 
the 660, lost the lead to Kerr at the head of the stretch, then came on with power 
to win by three yards as Kerr eased up when beaten and almost lost second to 
charging Sig Ohlemann. 

The featured pole vault was a puzzling failure. New world record 
breaker George Davies could not clear 14'6", and only Don Bragg could squirm 
over 15', hitting the bar at that. Neither Ron Morris, missing at 15' for the 
first time in many meets, nor Dutch Warmerdam could explain the vaulters' 
troubles, guessing it must have been the cool weather and unwieldy field of 
21 vaulters.

Davies Sets World Mark 


Boulder, Colo., May 20 — A world pole vault record of 15'103" (4.83 
meters) by George Davies today at the Big Eight championships overshadowed 
Oklahoma's upset of Kansas for the team title. 

Davies, a 20-year-old Oklahoma State sophomore who cleared 15'6" at 
the Drake Relays, first set a conference record of 15'4$", then had the bar. 
raised to 15'103". Davies missed on his first two attempts, knocking off the 
bar on his first attempt with his knee and then hitting it with his chest on his 
second attempt. On his third try, the 6'3", 190-pound Davies brushed the bar 
with his chest for the second time but the bar stayed on. His effort broke the 
old world mark of 15'93" set by Don Bragg in the Olympic Trials last year and 
the old American record of 15'9$" set by the late Bob Gutowski in 1957. Gu- 
towski's effort was never recognized as a world record because of a technicality. 

It took officials about a half hour to check the measurement and when 
they finished the bar was raised to 16'14". Davies had cooled off by now but 
he tried it anyway and took two attempts before calling it a day. 

Davies, who uses a fiber-glass pole, was expected to get his toughest 
competition from Oklahoma's J.D, Martin, who did 15'3" earlier this season, 
However, Martin could do only 14'6" today and he finished second. 

Davies was not very satisfied with his record leap, "It was a terrible 
jump," he said, "My form was terrible -- just awful." 

Davies first came into prominence in 1958 when he cleared 13'103" at 
North Phoenix High School in Arizona. His coach then was Vern Wolfe, who 
presently is assistant track coach at San Jose State. The following year Davies 
set a national junior college record of 14'6" at Phoenix Junior College. He 
did little vaulting last year but returned to action this year and set a national 
freshman record of 15'5$" in January. He competed indoors and had a best of 
15'4" at the Big Eight indoor championships, 

In the battle for the team championship, Oklahoma's 54 points in the 
field events helped the Sooners end Kansas’ nine-year rule. OKlahoma scored 
99 points altogether while Kansas was second with 884 and Oklahoma State a 
strong third with 843. It was the first time Kansas has lost the outdoor title 
since 1951 and the first time Oklahoma has won it since 1935, 

Hurdler Rex Stucker of Kansas State and weightman Mike Lindsay of 
Oklahoma were the double winners in the meet. Stucker equaled the conference 
record in the 120 highs on Friday with a 14,0 clocking, then came back with 
a 14,1 in the final. He ran 22.8 in the 220 lows in both the prelims and the 
final, Lindsay took the shot with a 57'53" effort and the discus with a throw 
of 164'2", 

Colorado's Jim Heath equaled another conference record when he ran 
46.5 in the 440, barely edging Jim Baker of Missouri who ran 46,6.

Young Kidd Does 13:56.4

Compton, Calif., June 2 — Bruce Kidd, 17-year-old distance wonder, 
raced to the outstanding performance of the 22nd annual Compton Invitational 
and to the most amazing performance, by age, of any runner in history. His 
13:56, 4 5,000 meters run included an American record 13:26, 6 three mile 
enroute, 

Other record breakers were Abilene Christian's mile relay team with 
a tie of the collegiate record at 3:07.6, Tommy Sullivan with the best ever 
high school mile of 4:03, 5 and Fullerton with a junior college mile relay record 
of 3:12,7. A near miss of a world record highlighted the sensational discus 
throwing. 

Kidd, whose green trunks separated his smoothly functioning legs from 
the peculiar dog-paddle arm action of his relaxed upper body, strode along 
in fourth place through a 4:27.9 and 5:35.4 for 14 miles. He was behind Olym- 
pic veterans Max Truex and Laszlo Tabori, plus Denis Moore of Australia 
and Abilene Christian. At six laps, in 6:44.5, Kidd moved ahead of Moore, and 
at seven laps, in 7:52.2, Moore was 10 yards back, At two miles, in 9:00.2, 
still letting his arms lead a separate, relaxed existence, Kidd was second to 
Truex, and one lap later, in 10:07.1, Tabori had dropped back 25 yards, 

Truex tried to shake his young rival with a lap of 65.4, and Kidd did lose 
a yard, but that was all. With over a lap and a half to go, the young Canadian 
brought a roar from the capacity crowd of 7,800 by jumping Truex. He pulled 
away around the turn and in one lap he had opened a gap of 15 yards over Truex. 
At the finish he held both hands in front of him, rotating them furiously in time 
with his speeding feet, and his margin over Truex grew to 35 yards in spite 
of Kidd's 29.8 finish (compared to Jim Beatty's 23 seconds last year when he 
set American records in both the three mile and 5,000), 

Only a dozen runners have every covered three miles faster than Kidd 
and the youngest of them was over 22 years old. His three-mile time broke 
Herb Elliott's world junior record of 14:02, 4 and his 5, 000 time lowered his 
own world junior record, which was 14:29,9, set last year. Kidd, who wears 
black spectacles off the track, looks less like a great athlete than an egghead, 
which he is. Accepted by Harvard, he intends to enroll at the University of 
Toronto in his home town. His coach, Fred Foot, said, "He usually runs 
effortlessly," but this time he made an effort. Kidd admitted, "I tied up 
badly in the last quarter," but he also said, "I really was just running to 
win." Moore sprinted the whole last curve and caught Tabori unawares in 
the stretch to take third by six yards and make himself an NCAA threat. 

Tom Sullivan, six months old than Kidd (Jan. 18 to July 27), hada 
goal of 4:05 in the mile run. He ran in the middle of the closely bunched 
pack most of the distance, with Jim Grelle always second and Mil Dahl moving 
to the lead at 23 laps. The pace should have taken the ambition out of the 5'8" 
prep, but on the last backstretch he grabbed the lead and tried to do what Kidd 
had done to his elders. Sullivan did trounce all but Grelle, and, trailing 
Grelle closely into the home stretch, he forced the former Oregon runner into 
an undesired sprint. Sullivan's time of 4:03, 5 set a world junior record, 
breaking Herb Elliott's old mark of 4:04, 3, 

Earl Young returned to form with two fine laps. He won the open 440 
by six yards in 46,3, then anchored Abilene Christian's mile relay team 
with a 46.0 leg. In the quarter, Gary Comer went out too fast and Young caught 
him at the head of the stretch in the two-turn race, Mal Spence closed fast, 
passing several runners in the stretch, In the relay, after Cal Cooley's 48. 8 
put ACC third and last, eight yards back, Bud Clanton ran 46,5 to gain the 
lead, Pat McKennon ran 46, 2 and Young widened the gap from three yards to 
five, after fighting off Mal Spence on the back stretch, 

The discus throwing was probably the best ever. Jay Silvester, on his 
second throw, reached a measured 198'5", but after the discus had landed he 
lost his balance and stepped on the ring, fouling away a world record by an inch.

Another Michigan Win

Iowa City, Iowa, May 20 —- Double triumphs from dashman Tom Robinson 


and middle distance star Ergas Leps paced Michigan to an easy victory in the 
61st Big Ten outdoor championships here today. The Wolverines tallied 55 1/5 
points, considerably below expectations, but runnerup Indiana, with 36, and the 
other schools never were a serious threat. 

In addition to a complete set of records for the two-year-old University 
of Iowa track field, the meet produced two Big Ten marks, Dick Cephas of 
Michigan swept around the curve to capture the 220-yard low hurdles in 23, 4, 

a tenth under the mark set by Ohio State's Jack Keller in 1933 and equaled by 
‘the Buckeyes’ great Glenn Davis in 1956. 

Little George Harvey of Purdue won the two-mile run by 65 yards, 
clocking 9:02,6. Minnesota's Bud Edelen held the previous meet mark, 9:03.2. 

Other team scores were Illinois 27 1/5, Iowa 243, Northwestern 24 1/5 
after a sparkling victory in the mile relay, Michigan State 16, Ohio State 
15 7/10, Minnesota 15, Purdue 12 and Wisconsin 5 1/5. Purdue was grievously 
hurt by the absence of Dave Mills, who was held out to heal a hamstring strain. 


Unluckiest athlete today was Bennie McRae, Michigan's fleet hurdler, He 


was withdrawn from the lows because he has had a tendency to pull in hurdling 
around a turn. So, concentrating in the highs, he rocketed off his marks to 
clock 13.7, compared to the meet record of 14,0, But the aiding wind, which 
was well within the allowable limit when Robinson won the 100 in 9.5 and Cephas 
took the lows, spurted up to eight miles an hour just as the high hurdlers got 
off their marks. It died again midway in the race, but not enough to legalize 
McRae's fine effort. 

Robinson, who also took the 220 in 21,2 around the turn, missed Jesse 
Owens' 25-year-old meet record by one tenth, The Wolverine captain had been 
told he might have to run the mile relay, and didn't go all out in the furlong 
dash, or might well have cracked the record,

Budd Paces Villanova

New York City, May 27 -- Frank Budd's sprint double led Villanova to 
its fourth team title today as heavy rain, adverse winds, and 42-degree cold held 
down performances at the 85th IC4A Championships. 

Friday's qualifying events were postponed when the water on the track got 
so deep that non-swimmers were in danger, and the entire program was run off 
today. Yet in a meet spattered with mud and upsets in the running events, Budd 
was a jewel of consistency. 

He won both dashes with a remarkable pickup that shot him into the lead 
by 30 yards out, copping the 100 by three yards in 9.6 from Bob Brown of Penn 
State and fellow-Villanovan Paul Drayton. In the 220, Budd, eased up, had about 
the same margin over Drayton. Brown, who captured the same sprint double last 
year, faded to fifth in the furlong. 

Properly speaking, there was no contest for the team title, as three other 
Villanova men chipped in with first place points to add to the Budd-Drayton total 
of 17. Jon Dante, second in 1960, scored a close but relaxed win over Cornell's 
Pete Brandeis in the 880. Yale's duo of defender Tom Carroll and Jim Stack 
failed to make the final, as did Artie Evans of Manhattan. The favorite, Frank 
Tomeo of Fordham, got spiked and lost a shoe in his heat and dropped out. 

Villanova sophomore Pat Traynor ran away with the steeplechase, winning 
by a quarter-lap in a meet record 9:25.3, with last year's steeplechase-three 
mile winner Bob Lowe of Brown second. Lowe, however, successfully defended 
his three-mile crown a few minutes earlier, lowering his meet record to 14:11,8. 
Both times deserve recognition considering the slop they were achieved in. 

Billy Joe, another Wildcat sophomore, won the shot put despite two 
sprained fingers on his putting hand. Penn's Bob Batdorf, touted by many for a 
shot-discus double, reportedly passed up the meet to study for exams. 

Wesleyan's Steve Paranya provided the thrills in a slow but hotly fought 
mile, inching past Harvard's front-running Mark Mullin down the long straight 
to win by a foot in 4:15,9. Dick Edmunds, Princeton's 46.6 quarter flash, had 
to settle for 48.1 today, but he won easily from Dartmouth's Tom Holzel and 
Maine's Pete McPhee. These two practically dead-heated (less than two inches) 
but received times of 49.0 and 49, 1. Not in the final was 1960 winner Jim Wedder- 
burn, who never got his Barbados blood unfrozen and could run only 50.9 in his 
heat, 





In the hurdles, Bill Johnson reclaimed the 120 highs title he won in 1959 
but did not defend last year. The Maryland ace won easily from 1960 champ 
Leon Pras. Jay Luck of Yale splashed around a lap of 440 hurdles in a good 
53.1, more than five yards ahead of Chris Stauffer of Maryland. 

Top field event mark was Winston Cooper's 48'9" in the hop-step-jump. 
The St. John's junior set a meet record with a jump right into the wind. Stan 
Doten of Harvard also proved himself a good mudder with a winning hammer 
throw of 189'10". John Thomas won the high jump at 6'5" without taking off his 
sweats (it was 42 degrees, remember). 

All of Villanova's 46 points were scored by juniors and sophomores, 
and with such as 15-foot vaulter Rolando Cruz and sub-9:00 two-miler Vic 
Zwolak advancing from the frosh squad, the outlook is continued cloudy and 
cold for Villanova's opponents over the next few years.

Burleson then took over and ran 2:58, 0 for the 1320 before coming home an 
easy winner. San Romani was a distance second in 4:09.6, Another top 
performance was turned in by Jerry Tarr, who ran 14, 0 in the high hurdles, 
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Englishman MIKE WIGGS of the Southern Illinois Salukis leads DYROL BURL-

Another Michigan Win

Iowa City, lowa, May 20 — Double triumphs from dashman Tom Robinson 
and middle distance star Ergas Leps paced Michigan to an easy victory in the 
61st Big Ten outdoor championships here today. The Wolverines tallied 55 1/5 
points, considerably below expectations, but runnerup Indiana, with 36, and the 
other schools never were a serious threat. 

In addition to a complete set of records for the two-year-old University 
of Iowa track field, the meet produced two Big Ten marks, Dick Cephas of 
Michigan swept around the curve to capture the 220-yard low hurdles in 23,4, 

a tenth under the mark set by Ohio State's Jack Keller in 1933 and equaled by 
‘the Buckeyes’ great Glenn Davis in 1956. 

Little George Harvey of Purdue won the two-mile run by 65 yards, 
clocking 9:02.6, Minnesota's Bud Edelen held the previous meet mark, 9:03.2. 

Other team scores were Illinois 27 1/5, Iowa 243, Northwestern 24 1/5 
after a sparkling victory in the mile relay, Michigan State 16, Ohio State 
15 7/10, Minnesota 15, Purdue 12 and Wisconsin 5 1/5. Purdue was grievously 
hurt by the absence of Dave Mills, who was held out to heal a hamstring strain. 

Unluckiest athlete today was Bennie McRae, Michigan's fleet hurdler. He 
was withdrawn from the lows because he has had a tendency to pull in hurdling 
around a turn. So, concentrating in the highs, he rocketed off his marks to 
clock 13.7, compared to the meet record of 14,0, But the aiding wind, which 
was well within the allowable limit when Robinson won the 100 in 9,5 and Cephas 
took the lows, spurted up to eight miles an hour just as the high hurdlers got 
off their marks. It died again midway in the race, but not enough to legalize 
McRae's fine effort. 

Robinson, who also took the 220 in 21,2 around the turn, missed Jesse 
Owens' 25-year-old meet record by one tenth. The Wolverine captain had been 
told he might have to run the mile relay, and didn't go all out in the furlong 
dash, or might well have cracked the record.

Budd Paces Villanova

New York City, May 27 -- Frank Budd's sprint double led Villanova to 
its fourth team title today as heavy rain, adverse winds, and 42-degree cold held 
down performances at the 85th IC4A Championships. 

Friday's qualifying events were postponed when the water on the track got 
so deep that non-swimmers were in danger, and the entire program was run off 
today. Yet in a meet spattered with mud and upsets in the running events, Budd 
was a jewel of consistency. 

He won both dashes with a remarkable pickup that shot him into the lead 
by 30 yards out, copping the 100 by three yards in 9,6 from Bob Brown of Penn 
State and fellow-Villanovan Paul Drayton. In the 220, Budd, eased up, had about 
the same margin over Drayton. Brown, who captured the same sprint double last 
year, faded to fifth in the furlong. 

Properly speaking, there was no contest for the team title, as three other 
Villanova men chipped in with first place points to add to the Budd-Drayton total 
of 17, Jon Dante, second in 1960, scored a close but relaxed win over Cornell's 
Pete Brandeis in the 880. Yale's duo of defender Tom Carroll and Jim Stack 
failed to make the final, as did Artie Evans of Manhattan. The favorite, Frank 
Tomeo of Fordham, got spiked and lost a shoe in his heat and dropped out. 

Villanova sophomore Pat Traynor ran away with the steeplechase, winning 
by a quarter-lap in a meet record 9:25.3, with last year's steeplechase-three 
mile winner Bob Lowe of Brown second. Lowe, however, successfully defended 
his three-mile crown a few minutes earlier, lowering his meet record to 14:11, 8, 
Both times deserve recognition considering the slop they were achieved in, 

Billy Joe, another Wildcat sophomore, won the shot put despite two 
sprained fingers on his putting hand, Penn's Bob Batdorf, touted by many for a 
shot-discus double, reportedly passed up the meet to study for exams. 

Wesleyan's Steve Paranya provided the thrills in a slow but hotly fought 
mile, inching past Harvard's front-running Mark Mullin down the long straight 
to win by a foot in 4:15.9, Dick Edmunds, Princeton's 46.6 quarter flash, had 
to settle for 48,1 today, but he won easily from Dartmouth's Tom Holzel and 
Maine's Pete McPhee. These two practically dead-heated (less than two inches) 
but received times of 49.0 and 49, 1. Not in the final was 1960 winner Jim Wedder- 
burn, who never got his Barbados blood unfrozen and could run only 50,9 in his 
heat. 





In the hurdles, Bill Johnson reclaimed the 120 highs title he won in 1959 
but did not defend last year. The Maryland ace won easily from 1960 champ 
Leon Pras. Jay Luck of Yale splashed around a lap of 440 hurdles in a good 
53.1, more than five yards ahead of Chris Stauffer of Maryland. 

Top field event mark was Winston Cooper's 48'9" in the hop-step-jump. 
The St. John's junior set a meet record with a jump right into the wind. Stan 
Doten of Harvard also proved himself a good mudder with a winning hammer 
throw of 189'10", John Thomas won the high jump at 6'5" without taking off his 
sweats (it was 42 degrees, remember). 

All of Villanova's 46 points were scored by juniors and sophomores, 
and with such as 15-foot vaulter Rolando Cruz and sub-9:00 two-miler Vic 
Zwolak advancing from the frosh squad, the outlook is continued cloudy and 
cold for Villanova's opponents over the next few years.

Steeplechase: TARAN MOVES FROM 32ND TO 1ST ON ALL TIME WORLD LIST 





The first major steeplechase of the season saw Grigoriy Taran 
of USSR emerge to world fame with a scintillating 8:31.22, two 
tenths under Krzyszkowiak's listed world record of 1960 (which was 
in fact 8:31.3). The race was at Kiev, 28 May, in the quadrangular 
meet Ukraine-RSFSR-Moscow-Leningrade Sokolov, Rzhishchin and Yev- 
dokimov set the stage for the new record, and Taran took over in 
the last lap, drawing away from Sokolov, his most serious opponent, 
with 350 meters to goo Lazar Naroditskiy, another fast improving 
runner, shunted Sokolov to third with a strong finishe The time 
which moved Taran from 32nd (at 8:45.0) to lst on the All Time 
World List was achieved through fractions of 2:51 (1,000m), 4:12.5 
(1,500m) and 5:42.05 (2,000m). ‘The order of finish in this historic 
race was:

He is a graduate student at the Institute of Physical 
Training in Kievo He attends a conservatory and in his spare time he 
often acts as the leader of a folkloristic bando

Best in the pole vault so far is 4-50 by Russia's Vitaliy 
Chernobay (Lvov, 23 April) and Janis Krasovskis (Leselidze, 11 May 
and Kiev, 28 May) This is only 14'9"1/4, but then Europeans still 
have not seen the fiberglass pole ece Olympic bronze medalist 
Eeles Landstrém of Finland came South to make his 1961 debut and 
cleared 4043 (14'6'1/2) at Monaco, 28 Maye Bernard Balastre set 
a new French record of 442 (14'6") at Grenoble, 14 May, and 
Gérard Barras tied his own Swiss mark, 4.40 or 14'5"1/4, at Esch- 
sur-Alzette, 25 May, losing to Poland's Janusz Gronowski on the 
fewer misses' count. 

The other near miss of 29 May at Kiev occurred in the broad 
jump. The character here was Igor Ter-Ovanesyan, a young man with 
ambitions who cares for nothing less than a world records Once 
again, the great Russian jumper went all out in an effort to 
beat Ralph Boston's fresh world record (27' "1/2 or 8.24). Same 
as in his UeSe indoor debut, Igor could only collect a series of 
foulse One of these fouls has been the tale of the town on this 
side of the Atlantice According to some reports, that jump was well 
over 27' (one source gave it as cco 8645 or 27°8"3/4!1), but our 
informant, who got his dope from an authoritative Russian source, 
said Igor's actual jump (ieee from take-off point) was estimated 
at 8615/8220 (26'9"/26'10"3/4). At any rate, Ter-Ovanesyan went 
unplaced, and Dmitriy Bondarenko won at 7081 (25'7"1/2). Even so, 
the Boston vs. "Ter" duel at Moscow next July should be the "clou" 
of the USSR vs USA meete The Russian, considered a potential world 
beater since 1956, has never been particularly lucky against his 
American rivals: he lost to Ernie Shelby at Moscow in 1958, to Greg 
Bell at Philadelphia in 1959, to Boston and "Bo" Roberson at Rome 
last yeare So he'll be thirsty for revenge.

CARLO LIEVORE OVER 280' TWICE 


As reported last month, Carlo Lievore of Italy had a rather 
poor starte On May 26, at Monaco, he offered a glimpse of his 
improving form with a 7729 (253'7") throw. But the javelin is an 
unpredictable event, and on 1 June at Milan's Arena, the 23-year. 
old Carlo got off not one but two mighty throws to over 280"! The 
occasion was the semi-final round of the Italian Inter-Club 
Championships, in which the younger Lievore represented his new 
Club, SoCoFiat of Turin. His opener was a good 76691 (252'4"), 
Then, on second try, his javelin had a long and relatively low 
trajectory, and landed well beyond the field, on the sixth lane of 
the track, exactly on the left side of that sweeping turn which 
has yielded so many good marks to runners past and presente The 
preliminary measurement gave a distance of 86.71 (284'5'1/2), two 
feet-plus over Al Cantello's official world record of 1959. A 
marker was laid where the implement had stuck into the ground and 
two officials were stationed there to make it untouchablee The 
event could in this way continue without major delayse And Lie. 
vore, though obviously excited, found enough strength to get 
his next one off to 85.50 (280'6"). The strain caused by a 
couple of such throws is notoriously enormous (Cantello had two 
Similar ones on his record day at Compton in 1959, then dropped 
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to mediocre, for him, distances on his remaining trials), and 
Lievore was probably wise when he decided to call it a day after 
that third throws When the event and the meet were over, officials 
accurately re-measured the record distance, and went to the 
trouble of removing minor obstacles which stood along the trajec- 
torye Late in the evening the distance was officially given as 
86.74 (284°7"). The record was made with a Held metal javelin, 
which according to reports conformed to the latest IeAeAoFe 
specifications. In particular it was revealed that the implement 
weighed 806 grams and had a point 27 cms (10"5/8) longe It had 
been raining earlier in the day, and Lievore used rather long 
spikes to avert the dangers of the soft runway o 

Michel Macquet continued to perform well with throws of 81037 
(266'11"1/2) at Paris, 17 May, and 81.87 (268'7") at Sotteville, 
20 Maye He is scheduled to meet his arch rival Lievore at Paris 
early in July. Janusz Sidlo is not in top form yet; even so his 
best for the season is a respectable 79.90 (262'1"1/2). This was 
at Lédz, 14 May. The day before at Warsaw, he was upset by his 
countryman Marian Machowina, who won at 7732 (253'8") against 
74078 (245'4") for Sidloe Olympic champion Viktor Tsibulenko 
improved to 76.28 (250'3") at Kiev, 28 May, beating among others 
the very inconsistent Vlad .Kuznyetsov, who was third at 72.39 
(237'6"). Alexandru Bizim of Rumania has a season's best of 7846 
(257'5") This was at Sofia, the last week of May, and Mityo

GET SET! 


An athlete whose star is rapidly ascending is Robert Hayes, an 18-year- 
old freshman from Florida A&M. 

On May 13 in Atlanta, Georgia, Hayes broke the national freshman 
220 record with a 20.1 clocking, fastest time in the world this year. The old 
mark of 20.5, was shared by Stan Levenson of Houston, Paul Williams of 
Kansas and Jim Omagbemi of San Jose State. However, Hayes' greatest 
moment came on June 2 at the NAIA Championships in Sioux Falls, South 
Dakota, when in a heat of the 100-yard dash, he tied the world record with 
a 9.3 clocking. The 9.3 also was a new national freshman mark, breaking 
the old standard of 9.4 held by many, 

The national frosh 440 record fell on May 27 at the Michigan AAU 
championships in Kalamazoo when John Parker of Michigan State ran 46, 7. 
That shaved a tenth of a second off the old mark of 46,8 jointly held by Frank 
Bowens of Winston-Salem and Rex Cawley of Southern California. Bill Raw- 
son of Missouri equaled the national frosh 880 record of 1:49. 9 by posting 
that time in the annual Big Eight postal competition for freshmen. Bob Sea- 
man of UCLA set the original 1:49. 9 in 1954, 

Junior college athletes continued to set more records with Fullerton 
picking up another relay mark with a 3:12.7 time in the mile relay at Compton 
on June 2, The old mark of 3:13.6 was set by Los Angeles City College last 
year. Running on the Fullerton team were Richard Amon (48,9), Leroy Neal 
(48.7), Jan Underwood (48.2) and Dave Parsley (46.9). Los Angeles City 
College also dipped under the old record with a 3:13, 1 clocking in second 
place.

BILL MACKEY RUNS 18.4 FOR LOW HURDLES MARK

TRENTON JACKSON EQUALS 100-YARD DASH RECORD 

Rochester, N.Y., June 3 -- Trenton Jackson, 19-year-old senior from 
Franklin High School of Rochester, equaled the national high school 100-yard 
dash record with a 9.4 in the section 5 track and field championships. 

Two watches caught Jackson in 9.4, two others (including an alternate) 
in 9.6, Fabled Jesse Owens first ran 9.4 in 1933 for East Tech of Cleveland, 
Ohio, and that mark was tied by James Jackson of Alameda, Calif., in 1954, 
Bill Cox, section 5 track chairman, said the wind was negligible at the time 
of the race and would submit the mark for both state and national recognition.

It seems obvious that every competitor in every field event in every meet 
should have his best effort measured. Unhappily, what should be often isn't. A 
good example of a bad practice is the javelin at the always great California Re- 
lays. Officials measured the marks of only the top throwers, leaving many a 
good mark unrecorded. 

Chuck Polizzi, for instance, threw better than 225', It was his best of 
the season and good enough to make the U.S. list for the year. Yet the exact 
distance never will known, Several other marks over the 220-foot line also 
went unmeasured, and 220' is the distance it takes to make the U.S. list. 

Not measuring every contestant's best effort is against both NCAA and 
AAU rules. In fact both bodies state that every throw or jump by every athlete 
shall be measured. I can see why it sometimes is impractical to measure every 
throw, although it's done in the Olympics. But for the life of me I can't under- 
stand the failure to at least measure the best effort of the day. If an athlete is 
good enough to compete, and especially if good enough to be invited to a meet, 
he is good enough to know how well he performed. If a spectator pays admission 
he has the right to know who does what. 

The rule on measuring the best for each man should be enforced and 
athletes should have the right to insist. For superior performers in superior 
meets all throws or jumps should be measured. Many a great series has gone 
unknown simply because officials were too ignorant, too lazy or too rushed to 
obey the rules. 

A similar rule on timing is not in the books, but should be. Only the 
Olympic Games rules call for timing more than the winner and there they say 
at least six men, at races over 400 meters, shall be timed. Surely every 
athlete good enough to score should be timed, in dual meets and in champion- 
ships. This is a must, and this is easy. There is no shortage of timers. In 
the big meets, including all championships, every athlete in every race is de- 
serving of a time. Every spectator and every fan deserves to know. 

How about a new rule, Leo Johnson of the NCAA and Pinky Sober of the 
AAU? Let's require timing of all runners in all races. And let's make it stick. 
It's done in the Olympics. It's only fair to the athletes, without whom there 
would be no sport, that it be done here. 

DOWN WITH 220 STRAIGHTAWAYS (cont. ) 

A great majority of the fans, coaches and athletes I have talked with 
recently agree with me that the 220 straightaway should be eliminated from 
track. None will argue that it is not better for the fans, who can see ever so 
much better. Some argue that preparing staggers for curve races is too much 
work for the coaches, but many a coach proves that it isn't. The argument, 
then, boils down to what is best for the athlete and this, of course, is the most 
important factor. 

We feel that since the Olympics, the international competitions of all 
kinds, the NCAA and AAU, many conferences, and many invitational and relay 
meets, as well as a growing number of duals, are run on a curve that it is to 
the athlete's advantage to have the practice. A good example is Dave Sime. Had 
he been required to run curve furlongs all during 1956 he probably wouldn't have 
gone lame in his first trial, after which he missed the Olympics. 

One counter argument is that the preps can't be expected to handle the 
curve on a 220. Yet many do so regularly. And don't the ones who run 220s on 
straightaways usually come back to run 880 relay legs on a curve? It was rather 
silly at the California state high school meet, for instance. The 220 race was 
on the straight--or at least we presumed it was, for the first 50 yards were out 
of sight upa tunnel. A short time later most of the same runners were back, 
again running 220s. Only this time they were in the relay and all four carries 
were around a fuli turn. 

Another important consideration is that new IAAF rules make relay 
records, and other races of 400 meters or more, legal only if set entirely on 
a quarter-mile track. The straightaway starts are out. Among the first to 
recognize this was Tom Moore of the California Relays who changed his relay 
starts from the head of the chute to the start of the curve on the backstretch. 
Fans enjoyed the meet a great deal more, and if any athletes or coaches objec- 
ted I haven't heard of it yet. So, congratulations, Tom Moore. 

Bud Winter of San Jose has pointed out a heretofore overlooked factor in 
running all races around the track. He feels that it then becomes important to 
standardize the starting and finish lines. Some start in the middle of the home 
stretch, giving finishing runners only half a straight when they come off the 
curve. Others do it Olympic style, starting just short of the curve. This gives 
the runners almost a full straightaway of non-turn running to finish. (And it 
allows all races to finish at the same point, which is great for fans.) Since 
a runner's tactics will vary with the length of the home stretch wouldn't it be 
best to standardize this length? Again, the fans like it better when there is a 
full 110 yards of fight to the finish.
